To  the  Hon.  William  Bigler, 

Speaker  of  the  Senate: 

Sir  : — In  compliance  yuth  the  resolution  of  the  Senate,  requesting  the  Auditor 
General  and  State  Treasurer,  to  furnish  the  Senate  with  a  statement  of  the  amount  of 
State  tax  assessed,  the  amount  paid,  and  the  amount  outstanding  by  the  city  and  county 
of  Philadelphia,  and  each  county  of  the  State,  for  the  last  three  years,  together  with 
a  statement  of  the  amount  paid  for  educational  purposes,  designating  the  amount  of 
receipts,  payments  and  balances  for  each  year,  I  beg  leave,  respectfully,  to  submit  the 
accompanying  tabular  statements.  The  returns  for  1843  being  imperfect,  as  will  be 
seen  by  reference  to  the  statement,  we  have  not  been  able  fully  to  comply  with  the 
requisition  of  the  Senate.  The  tables  are,  however,  as  nearly  perfect  as  they  can  be 
made  at  this  Department,  and  we  hope  they  may  be  satisfactory  to  the  Senate.
